might be peaceablie eſtabliſhed to him and 
his polteritie for euer ; cameſtly deſiring in 
the name of his Maſter,that there might be a 
perpetuall Peace betwixt his Maſter and his 
Maiettie, and all thereſt of the incorporate 
Prouinces : declaring further, that his Ma- 
ſter the Mightie Emperour of the Turkes, 
would be a triend to his Maieſtic,and to all 
his Maieſtics friends; contrarily, heeprote- 
ted, to be anenemie to all his Maieſties 
foes, both to them tharnow were his ene- 
mics, or to thoſe that mighr be hercafter. He 
moſt earneſtly ſolicited, that his Maieſtics 
Ambaſſadors might be ſent with all ſpecde 
ro the Por;t, who now alreadie were at the 
Generall Aſſemblie, at Newenſole in Hun- 
garie, attending the diſpatch ofthe Hunga- 
rian Ambaſſadours, wich whom they arc 
minded to goc to Conſtantinople, 

_ This Ambaſſador hadalſo Letters from 
the chicke Vizir Baſsha, and alſo receiued 
other Letters in his 1ourney from the Go- 
ucrnour Baſsha of Buda : The contents of 
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theſc Letters were alſo congratulatory, with 
aſlurance, that ſo ſoone as his Maieſhes'Am- 
baſladours, and the Ambaſladours of the 
other Proumces, did come to the Port, 
there{hould bea tirme and perpetuall peace 
confirmed and eſtabliſhed betwixt the Tur- 
kiſh Emperour and his Maieſtic , and with 
all the other incorporate Countries. 

' This Achbaſſadoar M ehemet Aga,did be- 
haue himſelfe wonderfull well, and with fo 
great reſpc> to his Maicſtie, that it was cut- 
decently perceiued by his geſture, the truc af- 
f. tion he boretowards be Maicſtie: he alſo 
deſired in thename & behalfe of his Maſter, 
to be truely enformed of theſe mformart- 
ons which were delivered to his Maſter, by 
Ludowick Molar Armbaſſadour 'from' the 
Emperour Ferdinand: this Ambaſſador from 
| Ferdinand, had reportedat the Great Turkes 
CE þ Court, that his Maſtcr, the Emperour Ferds- 
nand, had all Bohenna at his command, ex- 
cepting the Citie of Prague alone, which 
was (as he ſaid) onely and aloncin the pow-. 
cr of their new choſcn King ; and 'that the 
buſineſſe betwixthis Maſter and thoſe 9 
corporate Countries was but a trifle; ſaying; 
that the Bohemians were but Bores and 
F Clownes, 
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 Clownes, and that his Maſter was as a ro” 


ring Lion, who would and could tcare them 


in-peeccs at his pleaſure, eucn as a huvgric | 


Lion tcares and chaſes a flocke of Sheepe. 
This Mehemet Aga ſpoke with great paſ- 


ſion, ſaying, Now doe I ſee the congrarie, 


and 1 defire ro bee diſpatched with more 


ſpeed, that I may informe my Great Maſter 


at Conſtantinople ofthe lyes of Molar, who 


ſurcly: ſhall bee called to account for theſe 


his ſpeeches, ſo ſoone as Idoccome to Porte. 
Thefame nightarriued Stephanus K owa- 
koxkie, Amballadour extraordinarie from 
the Prince of Tranſiluania,a man/greatly i 
fauour with that Prince, and his principa' 
Secretarie. This Ambaſladour treats vcr 


ſeriouſly wuh the King and Counſaile of all 
matters of Eſtate, for he is vericinward with 
his Maſter, notwithſtanding that hee is a 
Papiſt, and cueric day he goes publiquely 
to:the Capuchine Friers ro heare Maſlc.
